A man who gave his name as J. C. 
Clemons, “of North Carolina, sir,” was 
found yesterday morning by officer Bob 
Seay, on Lafayette street, either drunk or 
crazy — most probably both. He had be»*n 
guilty of an act so revolting and unmanly 
in nature that we cannot mention it here. 
He was taken to the First-street station- 
house and put in one of the lattice work 
cages. 

He was very submissive for a while, but 
after an hour or so became restless, and 
began to ccy. When asked what was 
wanted be replied that he hud fallen very 
deeplj- in love with a young woman who 
“resided on Lafayette street — that he 
wanted to see her — that he would have to 
see her before he could think of being 
quiet. The officer who put him 
in the station kindly proceeded to the 
woman s residence and accompanied her 
to the station. When the man in the 
cage saw the woman outside he cut up 
all sorts of funny antics and exhibited 
the greatest pleasure at her coming to see 
him. (We should explain that the young 
woman whom he had lavished his love 
upon was not as “pure as the beautiful 
snow ”) He told her through the bars, 
that, although he knew her manner of 
life, he wanted to many her; that if she 
would take him “for better or for worse” 
he would make a lady of her. In fact, 
he talked very sweet to her. But the 
woman, though several years his “junior,” 
had evidently seen more of this world 
than he, and refused to accept the proffer- 
ed “situation” on any terms. She, how- 
ever, consented to sit down near his 
cage awhile, that he might have the 
privilege of talking to her a few brief mo- 
ments. The keeperof the station went out 
in front of the house and sat down, thinking 
the fellow would, like most men, be very 
well satisfied while he had a pretty woman 
to talk to. But in this he was mistaken. 
The keeper had hardly taken his accus- 
tomed chair on the sidewalk before the 
woman ran out aud informed him that the 
man in the cage was hanging himself. 
The keeper, Scott Jones, a most kind and 
humane old gentleman, by the way, at 
once hurried to the cage and, sure enough, 
found him hanging gracefully from an iron 
rod that passed through the cage over- 
head. He had tied two large pocket 
handkerchiefs together, and tying one 
around his neck and the other to the rod, 
had almost succeeded in putting a Jinis 
to all his troubles in this world. Mr. 
Jones cut him down, and took the hand- 
kerchiefs out of the cage. The keeper 
then went out and sat down in front of 
the station again. In a few min- 
he was called to look to his prisoner 
again. He went to the cage and found 
him just about ready to swing himself up, 
having taken off his linen coat, torn it into 
strips and manufactured a rope with them. 
Mr. Jones took the strips of linen from 
him, and, as a precautionary measure, 
also his suspenders, and then placed him 
in a cage where there was nothing for him 
to hang from. He begged repeatedly to be 
given enough strychnine or laudanum 
with which to kill himself. He, of course, 
failed to find any one who was willing to 
help him commit murder, and he finally 
curled himself up in one corner of his 
cage and became docile and quiet. When 
he returns to his senses he should at least 
thank Mr Jones for preserving his life, 
though it is no wonder he wished to die. 
His case will l>e investigated in the City 
Court this morning.

Suit! Wfakun* l>«n Him Into Trouble. 

A young man, whose name we omit by 
request of his friends (though the matter 
will be made public in court this morning), 
has been making attempts time and again 
to get into the shoe trade b}‘ secreting 
himself in the shoe store of David Mar. 
shall, on Main street, in the evening, and 
after waiting until the store was closed’ 
making his exit, unseen, with whatever he 
could conveniently carry uway, such as 
currency, shoes, etc. The proprietor and 
clerks have for some weeks past, some- 
times daily, missed from the establishment 
money, shoes and other articles. They 
suspicioned the young inau in question, 
and employed two officers to watch his 
movements w hen about the store and when 
away from it. These officers. Messrs. 
Tracey and Martin, did watch him. The 
result was that on Saturday evening they 
caught him attempting to sell about fif- 
teen dollars worth of shoes to some per- 
sons, who, .of course, knew nothing of 
where they came from or bow he got them.

TWO M i; IN KILLED AND 
SIX INJURED. 



On Saturday afternoon, at about four 
o clock, while a construction train, going 
east, was passing over a bridge which 
spanned Bank Lick creek, twelve miles 
this side of Covington, the structure gave 
way. The tender and five flat ears were 
precipitated to the bed of the creek below 
with a terrible crash. The coupling which 
connected the tender was snapped like a 
thread. The ponderaus machine dashed 
forward so rapidly as to plunge away from 
the abyss, thus preventing it from going 
down with the rest, and saving the lives of 
the engineer and fireman. Two laborers, 
Los. Lossin and John F>olan, were killed, 
and six other workmen on the train were 
more or less injured — two very seriously. 
A di-patch was received here in a brief 
space of time, intorming the assistant su- 
perintendent and engineer, Col. H. T. 
Douglas, of the catastrophe. This gen- 
tleman, with the promptness and energy 
characteristic of the man, at once got 
ready a large force of workmen and ma- 
terial and proceeded with a special train 
to the wreck. Regular trains were run- 
ning through to-day. 

The bridge was a curved structure — 
about four degrees — and to this fact is 
its giving way, in a measure, attributable 
by many. It was GO feet in length, sin- 
gle span, iron truss, and about twenty 
feet high from the bed of the creek. 

There is only one other bridge on the 
line similar to this one. No defect, or in- 
dication of weakness has been discovered 
in it, but it was yesterday strengthened 
by extra braces and stringers, simply as 
a precautionary measure. Both of these 
bridges will be at cnce removed and 
repaired with Finck’s patent through truss 
iron bridges, which are universally admit- 
ted to bo entirely safe. 

The wrecked bridge was built by the 
Louisville Bridge and Iron Company, of 
this city, and was considered a safe struc- 
ture. A great deal heavier trains than the 
one which went down have often passed 
over it without producing any evidences 
whatever of its weakness. 

The regular 4 p. m. train lor Cincinnati 
left yesterday on time with the coaches 
crowded with passengers, so, from this 
it would not seem that the public are very 
much frightened. The company who 
built the road spared no expease in en- 
deavoring to construct a first class road in 
every % respect, and we trust there will he 
no further defect found in the materials or 
workmanship. 

The Cricket Match ltnltj. 

In view of the fact that a grand match 
game of cricket will be played to-day be- 
tween the celebrated Red Stockings, of 
Cincinnati, and the Kentucky Club, of our 
city, and the probability that Cedar Hill 
will be thronged with the beautiful and 
fashionable, it may not be uninteresting 
to give a brief sketch of this game of 
games. Its history is somewhat obscure, 
nor can we say whence the derivation of 
the name cricket. Formerly it was called 
“Hundync and Handonte,’ and some also 
assert that it is the same game once called 
“Club Ball.” From the fourteenth cen- 
tury .^however, to the present, it has been 
called Cricket. Although essentially an 
English game, it is much played in Ire- 
land, Scotland, all of the British colonies 
and the United States. Encouraged as it 
is, in the British arm}*, among the English 
nobility, and the manufacturing classes of 
England, it is not surprising that the 
picked eleven of all England should defy 
the world. In 1859, however, America 
challenged all England, and, although de- 
feated, gave our English cousins good 
sport and good cheer. It is the 
democratic game of aristocracy. In it 
the nobleman and the laborer are one. 

It was the encouragement given to ath- 
letic games, and the temperance and 
chastity necessary to their successful con- 
duct, that rendered the Spartans famous 
in history. The vicious and intemperate 
cannot excel in any game which requires 
physical strength and good judgment. 
Hence we should encourage such sports an 
tend to improve the youth of our land. 

One hour of observation will teach the 
reader more of cricket than volumes of 
written description could do. It was said 
that 25,000 assembled at Philadelphia, and 
4 .o 0 o flt Cincinnati, to see these “‘Red 
Stockings” play base ball. Let there be a 
few thousand to-day to see them play 
cricket. The Kentucky Club will give 
them a hearty welcome, and endeavor to 
give them also a glorious defeat. Our 
boys are in good play, aud cannot be beat- 
en without a struggle, which will be well 
worth witnessing. 

Wickets will be pitched at 9 o’clock. 
Th<- Mayor and City CoHncil are respect- 
fully invited und urged to attend. Ar- 
rangements have been made for their re- 
ception. The Red Stockings arrived this 
morning on the raailboat.

That our detectives are as 'shrewd and 
cunning as any to be found in the country 
is proved by the number of noted and 
sharp thieves and burglars that are con- 
stantly coming to grief at their hands. 
They may be baffled for a time, but 
sooner or later every thief who visits 
Louisville is sure to become a victim 
to their energy and vigilance. 

In our Friday's issue w-e mentioned the 
arrest by Detectives Tilled and Gilmore 
and Officer Coulter of a man who gave 
his name as John Adams, charged with 
stealing a horse. That charge was well 
founded. Detectives Tiller and Gilmcre 
had been on the look-out for Adams, alias 
Rogers, for two or three days, having been 
informed in a satisfactory war that Adams 
had, on the first of June, stolen a 
horse from a gentleman named Philip 
Young, at Hamilton, Ohio, about twenty- 
five miles from Cincinnati. He shipped 
the animal to this city on the steamer St. 
Charles. He arrived shortly after the horse 
did. and from that time up to Friday last 
had been having a pretty good time, no 
doubt trying his hand at his avocation 
hereabouts, at least in one instance, as we 
shall show. On last Frida}' morning 
Messrs. Tiller and Gilmore came up with 
Adams. Tiller, ascertaining where the 
horse was, proceeded at once to take the 
animal in charge, while Gilmore “went 
for” and, with the aid of Jim Coulter, who, 
it will he remembered, had a desperate 
tussel with the rascal, caught the thief. 
He was lodged in jail in a jiffy. Here- 
fused to give any information whatever, 
having at least enough sense to keep his 
own secrets. Tiller and Gilmore tele- 
graphed to the gentleman mentioned 
above, at Hamilton, giving a de-cription 
of the horse and thief. This morning 
Mr. Young and also the Deputy Marshal 
of Hamilton arrived in the city. A full 
description of the horse was given by Mr. 
Young, and upon being shown the animal 
he identified him as his property. Mr. 
Young will remain in town until he can 
procure a requisition from the Governor 
of Ohio to take the thief back to Hamil- 
ton, in custody of Mr. McGlynn, the Dep- 
uty Marshal, who accompanied Mr. Young 
to this city. 

It now turns out that Adams is the 
thief who stole a valuable mare from Dr. 
Walling, on Portland avenue, on the night 
of June * 19th. In this instance 
he put the stolen animal on the 
steamer Major Anderson, no 
doubt intending to ship the horse to some 
one in Ohio who was posted and would 
keep it for him. But Carter Tiller was 
too fast for him. He found the mare on 
the boat, took charge of her. and returned 
her to Dr. Walling. Adams, however, was 
sharp enough to slip through Tiller’s 
fingers that time. He will not be likeiy to 
slip through anybody’s fingers soon again. 

Adams, or Rogers, is beyond doubt a 
member of a well organized gang of horse 
thieves, who “work throughout Ohio und 
Kentucky, shipping their game each way, 
as occusion may require: and in the cap- 
ture of Adams they have lost, no doubt, a 
“useful and esteemed member” of their

The CiraiMl YIowIiik Trial. 

To the Editors of the Keening Express: 

The sight of fifteen first-class mowing 
machines, all starting at a given signal, 
and each cutting an acre of heavy, lodged 
clover and grass within an hour, on the 
afternoon of Friday last, was a spectacle 
which will be long remembered by those 
who witnessed it. But it has occurred to 
us that, in a trial so important to the 
farming community, as well as to the 
manufacturers of the various excellent 
machines represented, it must be a very 
embarrassing position for the judges to be 
required to say, upon so slight a test, 
which one of all the fifteen mowers is the 
best. Indeed, we understand thatthe gen- 
tlemen who, as we think, have been so ju- 
diciously selected to make the award, have 
found it necessary to defer the decision, 
because of the difficulties referred to. 

As one who feels a deep general interest 
in everything that tends to develop the in- 
dustrial resources of our country, we de- 
sire to make to the judges and representa- 
tives of the various machines, the follow- 
ing suggestion: that, in case they (the 
judges) find it difficult to decide from the 1 
data before them which machine is enti- 
tled to the premium, they designate such 
mowers as seem to them the best, and ap- 
point a time and place which will accom- 
modate themselves and the representatives 
of such machines and subject them to any 
further test they may deem necessary. 

The decision in a trial so important 
should have weight, and I repeat, it would 
be doing the judges great injustice to ask 
them to make a decision upon anything 
short of the most ample data. 

All additional tests required, if directed 
by the judges, need not at the most con- 
sume more than one day. 

Your correspondent was not so fortu- 
nate as to be present at the trial of reap- 
ers and combined machines, but under- 
stands that a much longer time was given 
to test their merits. Spectator.

THE OCEAN RANH ROBBERY . 

Tally »2M.mNI fttlll MlwiSf-

No new revelations in the Ocean Bank 
robbery were made yesterday calculated 
to fix the offense upon any particular 
parties. 

In addition to the |2iW,0W recovered by 
the police, it is known that fully $200,000 
are still unaccounted for by persons who 
have made their losses known. A num- 
ber of sufferers who had deposits in the 
institution have carefully abstained from 
reporting the amount to the bank, and 
consequently the exact value of the prop- 
erty carried off cannot be stated, but it 
will not likely fall short of half a million. 

I n the newspapers of yesterday advertise 
meats appeared offering rewards of twen- 
ty-five per cent, for four different lots of 
securities, amounting in the aggregate to 
$135,000, It is understood that $75,000 of 
this sum was lost by Mr. Lilienthal, to 
bacconist; $15,000 by Harrison Reed, and 
$25, 000 by a gentleman of wealth, who has 
taken care to keep his name from the pub- 
lic in the transactions of the bank. The 
statement having been made that the Irv- 
ing National Bank was a heavy sufferer, 
the officers have published a denial of any 
such losses. 

The Board of Directors of the bank 
have offered a reward of twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars for the arrest ot the guilty 
parties. As they profess to have suffered 
to the extent of from twenty to twenty- 
five thousand dollars only, this libtral re- 
ward has excited considerable comment, 
and is generally looked upon as indicating 
that either the bank has sustained losses 
that the officers have feared to divulge, or, 
being very sure that they will never be 
called upon to pay the amount offered, 
they put forth the card to impress the 
public with their sympathy for depositors. 

There are few persons who believe that 
the Superintendent of Police has given to 
the public a faithful and full statement of 
the manner in which the restoration was 
made. That the box was sent to Captain 
Jourdan is certain; and that it contained 
the sum named is equally certain, but the 
general impression is that but half the 
story has been told; that if all the facts 
were known the box was deposited on 
Elizabeth street in accordance with a pre- 
vious agreement entered into between the 
thieves aud some person having sufficient 
influence to guarantee them protection 
from punishment. Nobody connects Capt. 
Jourdan with any such compro- 
mise, but the air is filled with 
strange whispers of ugly compromises, 
and the Superintendent of Police is be- 
lieved to be in a position to throw 9ome 
light on the case if he choose so to do. 
His action in the entire case is severely 
criticised. When called upon by the 
bank officials it is known that he recom- 
mended them to employ private detectives, 
naming a party, promising them at the 
same time the assistance of his detectives. 
In this action he has seriously annoyed 
the Board of Police, who look upon it as 
an admission by the Superintendent that 
his officers are unequal to accomplish the 
arrest and conviction of the thieves, or 
that he does not desire their arrest. 

The chief of detectives, Mr. Kelso, aud 
his assistants, notwithstanding the singu- 
lar recommendation of their Superin- 
tendent, are exerting themselves to un- 
ravel the mystery of the burglary, and 
for once they have been put upon their 
mettle. They say but little; but enough 
has leaked out to show that the force do 
not appreciate the compliment the Super- 
intendent had paid them for energy and 
sagacity, and are not likely soon to forget 
it. The recommendation of the Super- 
intendent to employ private parties has so 
scandalized tie force that the Commis- 
sioners yesterday contemplated taking 
action to rebuke him had not one o 9 their 
number been suddenly called away.

Havana (June 26th) Cor. Times. 

Reports and news from various sources 
state that Valmaseda’s fire and sword 
proclamations are being carried into effect 
by the troops under his command wherever 
the requirements contained in his edict of 
April are not complied with by the unfor- 
tunate inhabitants. The insurgents, emu- 
lating, doubtless, the example of 
their (ig) -noble enemy, and ani- 
mated by the lex talionis idea, are also 
engaged in making huge bonfires of the 
property of the lo^al Spaniards, contribu- 
ting, as it were, with a two-edged sword to 
the work of mutual destruction. Where 
this will all end, is easily seen, for finish- 
ing with the improvements existing and 
necessary to the development of the agri- 
cultural resources of the country, it re- 
verts naturally to its former normal con- 
dition of wild land, unproductive of 
wealth, and. in some cases, even of mere 
subsistence to either of the contending 
parties. Famine and all its terrible con- 
sequences will follow fast on the heels of 
this destructive policy, and, in many dis- 
tricts, military operations will have to be 
governed on either side by the existing state 
of the respective commissary depart- 
ments. Should such a state of affairs en- 
sue, the Cuban will stand the starvation 
test longer than the Spaniard. The for- 
mer relying solely for subsistence on the 
spontaneous productions of the country, 
will fare much better than his Castilian 
adversary, verifying the truth of the . old 
adage that “one man s meat is another 
man's poison.” What the native can live 
exceedingly well on will only bring dis- 
ease and death to the Spaniard. In this 
way the guerrilla style of warfare so much 
in vojjue among all classes of Hispano- 
Amencans is likelyr to be the order of the 
day before much tunc elapses.

The Glorious Fonrtli. 

T o-da} is the day we celebrate. V es- 
terday ought to have been : but it was 
Sunday, and as the roll of drums, the 
scream of fifes, the thunder of guns, and 
the tapping of flags are not the proper 
sort of thing for Sunday, a majority of 
our fellow-patriots of this part of the 
country determined, as all true Christians 
should have done, to keep the Sabbath 
holy, and wait until to-day before suf- 
fering their patriotism to “slop over. 
Accordingly, all day yesterday men who 
have reached the year* of discretion — 
some men never reach anything of 
the sort, you know — went quietly 
about tneir ordinary Sabbath duties and 
amusements as usual, and. so far as the}' 
were concerned, you would never have 
dreamed that we were in the midst of a 
day which once shook heavy dynasties to 
their centre, and made empires tremble. 
But that part of Young America which 
claims Louisville as its abiding-place was 
far less pious, or far more patriotic. From 
early in the morning until the shades of 
evening began to fall — at which last-named 
hour we scribble this — the sweet-toned 
pop-pop of the fire-cracker in the 
the throes of explosion was heard 
on Jefferson and all the streets I 
in the neighborhood thereof. Innumer- 
a .I- bor — < cusses, each of whom 
had become pos>essed, by fair means or 
foul, of the necessary funds for the pur- 
pose— were constantly engaged in burning 
Chinese powders in honor of the Natal 
day of American independence, and but I 
for the closed doors seen on every hand, j 
and the clean clo’lies which everybody i 
wore upon the streets, you could not have , 
realized the fact that it was Sunday. Be- 
yond this ebulition of youthful patriotic j 
ardor, however, and the wooing of the 
absent breeze by oue or two flags 
of the free hearts’ only home, there was lit- 
tle or nothing to indicate that the glorious 
Fourth was abroad in the laud, and that 
we were in the enjoyment of our share 
of it. 

To-day the chief part of the celebration 
. is to take place. It will consist of sundry 
picnics, and of very little beside. The 
orations in which we were wont annually 
to be told that the American colonies 
“broke the galling fetters of British 
tyranny, and hurled them across the 
Atlantic ’ are played out. There was a 
time when young men of supposed prom- 
ise made these orations the first stepping- 
stones to the bivouac on Fame s eternal 
camping ground. But that day is pas*. 
Such an oration now would sound like a 
choice extract from a comic almanac, and 
i6 seldom or never heard, unless it be in 
the remote rural districts where patriot- 
ism. pure and undefiled, still finds a home 
"in the hearts of the people. 

The faet of the business is, the late war 
between the South aud the North pretty 
well wiped out the idea that the Fourth of 
July was a big thing on ice. It was a 
thing of that sort once, but you can't 
make people believe it is a thing of that 
sort now Its glory, like 

“The glory that was Greece, 

Ami the grandeur that was Rome,” 

Has very nearly passed away. It is a 
pity, too, that such is the ease, for if we 
had more reverence for the great and 
grcol men who inaugurated our system 
of government, and made the day 
memorable, we would have less tolerance 
for the small, mean men who have ruined 
the government and forced us to forget 
that the day is worth celebrating. 

In spite of all. many will to-day cele- 
brate the Fourth. To every reader of the 
Evlxiku Express may it be a day of 
pleasure aud of profit.

He 
was tried and acquitted, and a “sa/ro ron- 
dHcta" given him by the commander of 
the Spanish forces to enable him to return 
to Matauzas. Uu his way, however, he 
was again arrested by some mobilized 
volunteers of Mat an /.as, and. without trial, 
was for'hwith shot on the beach lietween 
Corral False and Matanzas. His father 
protested to the English Consul, and the 
English man-of-war Defence, Commander 
Phillimore. left Havana for the above- 
ruined port, where the English commun 
der proposes to investigate the affair. 
Nothing has transpired at Havana regard- 
ing his action in the premises. 

Touching the “Cuban policy” of the 
government, tfip Washington special of 
the Cincinnati Chronicle says: “Until the 
President and Secretary Fish return from 
their summer trips, it is more than proba- 
ble nothing will be done in regard to the 
Cuban question, and the present policy 
will be adhered to in enforcing, in as quiet 
but energetic a way as possible, the neu- 
trality laws. As the situation remains 
unchanged in Cuba, according to official 
accounts received, there appears to be no 
reason for our government to depart from 
its present attitude. ’ 

A Washington special, of the 2d, tells 
us that “such of the Cuban leaders as have 
visited Washington this week seein to be 
a good deal dispirited by the course of our 
government in enforcing the neutralitj’ 
laws. The attaches of the British Lega- 
tion talk as though they had suffered a 
defeat, and tht» only possible inference to 
be drawn from their conversation is that 
they hoped to find, in the departure of the 
Cubuu expedition, an advantage to their 
side in the Alabama controversy.” 

A vast coal field is said to have been 
discovered on the Isthmus of Panama. 
A gentleman originally from New York 
first made the alleged discovery, and, 
without saying a word to any one, quietly 
went to work and obtained a grant from 
the Colombian Territory for twelve acres 
square of land on which the alleged coal 
field exists. Efforts are now being made 
to organize a company in New York for 
working the field. Good enough until the 
bottom falls out. 

An Iowa paper reports that as a man 
and his wife were at work in a field in 
that State their child, which was in a bas- 
ket near them, was heard to cry. and the 
husband asked his wife to go and sec what 
the trouble was. She, intent upon her 
work, delayed a few minutes, and then, to 
her horror, found her child dead, with a 
large snake coiled around it. The hus- 
band, in the frenzy of his anger and grief, 
struck his wife with a boo which he held 
in his hand and killed her instantly. 

The Congressional committee of inves- 
tigation into the conduct ot the Novem- 
ber elections in New Orleans aud Louisi- 
ana, consisting of Messrs. Stevenson, of 
Ohio. Burdett, of Missouri, and Kerr, of 
Indiana, after two months of continuous 
sessions and examining five hundred wit- 
nesses, adjourned on the 1st inst. The 
testimony covers some ten thousand pages 
of mauuscript. equivalent to two thousand 
printed pages. 

A sl’Ct'EssKCl. whaling voyage is noted 
by the New Bedford Mercury. The ship 
Milton, Captain Grant, arrived at that 
port on Tuesday from a forty-six and a 
half mouths' voyage in the South Pacific 
ocean, during which time she has taken 
two thousand nine hundred barrels of 
sperm oil and forty barrels hump-back oil. 
Capt. Grant secured one hundred barrels 
sperm oil on the passage home. 

The New York Telegram declares that 
“Of all the intolerable nuisances located 
in the city of Washington, the Common 
Council is the worst. Those negro mono- 
maniacs are now interfering in the dispute 
about the negro printer. A ducking in 
the Potomac would be of infinite service 
to them. ” The Telegram forgets that 
Mrs. Dr. Mary Walker is still located in 
the city of Washington. 

Ok the state of affairs in Tennessee a 
Knoxville letter says: “We have a State 

debt weighing dotvu upon us of $40,000,000. 
It is notorious that no measures have been 
taken to pay the July interest on this debt, 
and that our State credit is to-day subject 
to the schemes of corrupt, designing pub- 
lic officer s. 

The New York Express says: “Colonel 
Ryan, an Irishman, knocked down several 
Irishmen sent to arrest him, aHd then took 
a tug and departed for Caba. It is easy 
to understand the kind of tug he took, for 
when Greek meets Greek then comes the 
tug of war.’ 

A mail steamer from the west coast 
of Africa reports the arrival of the Span- 
ish steamer Borja at Fernando Po with 
2.10 political prisoners from Cuba. The 
prisoners complained that they were 
badly treated on the voyage, especially 
by the volunteers on guard over them. 



A Mns. Shugakt is now on trial in 
Butler, Pennsylvania, for poisoning her 
husband. Her children testify to having 
bought arsenic for her, and an examina- 
tion of the stomach of the deceased has 
revealed the presence of the poison. 

A wretched mother in Austria, wishing 
to get rid of her infant, placed it near a 
l>ee hive so that it would be stung to death. 
A gendarme who was passing rescued the 
child, which had already been severely 
tortured. 

Sir Thomas Gladstone, elder brother 
of the British Premier, was one of the del- 
egation who waited upon the Earl of Der- 
by to urge the House of Lords to reject 
the Irish Church bill.

most earnest prayers for the health and 
happiness of yourself, as well as of all 
dear to you, I remain,

Dispatches received by a near lady rel- 
ative of the General in command of the 
Cuban forces now residing near this city, 
gives a full account of the attempt to 
succor the Spanish forces in Los Tunas. 
A train with a force of from 1,500 to 2.500 
men as guards, was sent to relieve the 
garrison at that place. They were inter- 
cepted by a squad of Gen. Manual's cav- 
alry. aud a large portion of the train was 
captured. In the contest the Spanish 
loss was over 200. They succeeded in 
reaching Los Tuna:: with a portion of the 
train, and fouud the garrison suffering 
from cholora and acclimating fever, which 
had almost rendered it helpless. After a 
few days the disease broke out among 
the reinforcements. The encampment 
was vacated, imd after a severe loss the 
garrison succeeded in their retreat. 

In Cinco Villas District the forces under 
Lisca have been repulsed with considera- 
ble slaughter, and the whole territory re- 
gained to the Cuban army. The result 
has given courage to the inhabitants; and 
the recent outrages perpetrated by Lisca 
and force, that no quarter is to lie given 
to the revolutionists, whether actively en- 
gaged in the field or in sympathy with the 
cause, has inspired the inhabitants with 
intense hatred of Spanish rule, and driven 
thousands into the army of Quesadu. Thus 
reinforced, he bus ordered active offensive 
movements by the entire army, and dis- 
patches received state that he has regained 
a number of important positions, aud is 
master of the northwestern portion of the 
island. 

It i- also reported that the instructions 
of the new Captain-General, De Rodas, 
acy to carry out the policy of Dulce — thut 
ot conciliation and positively to control 
the volunteer organization and maintain 
the supremacy of Spain, and that orders 
have been issued to prevent the commit- 
ting of such atrocities as were recently 
committed by General Lisca in Cinco 
Villa district. The effect of this policy 
ou the volunteers has lieen to produce dis- 
sensions throughout the entire organiza- 
tion. The volunteers who have given ad- 
hesion to De Kudus, by the surrender of 
the control of the forts and arsenals and 
other important positions, are denounced 
as traitors.

Fatal Accident at Desmoines. 

Chicago, July 4. 

The Irish Republican Association of the 
United States will meet at Farwell Hall, 
in this city, to-morrow at 10 o’clock. 
Quite a large number of delegates from all 
parts of the country are now here. 

The Germans are universally celebrat- 
ing the anniversary of American inde- 
pendence, but have all gone out of the city 
to do it. The largest number are at 
Wrights Grove, while considerable num- 
bers are at Haas Park. The city is re- 
markably quiet. To-morrow there will be 
celebrations at Washington Hights, Haas' 
Park, Wright’s Grove and other poiuts in 
the vicinity of the city, but none here. 

Business will be entirely suspended. 
No evening papers will be issued to-mor- 
row or morning papers on Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

A special to the Tribune from Des- 
moines, Iowa, says that at Prairie City 
yesterday morning, while honoring the an- 
niversary of our national independence, 
an anvil which they were using as a sub- 
stitute tor a cannon exploded, killing two 
persons outright and fatally wounding two 
others. Several other persons were more 
or less injured and a team of horses were 
also killed.

The wounded were 
brought to Covington at 12 o'clock last 
uight and taken to the St. Kli/.abeth hos 
pital. 

I he bridge which broke was made of 
iron and wood, sixty feet long and twenty- 
five feet high. It was built in Louisville. 
The cause of the bridge giving way is not 
known. The train which broke through 
consisted of eight platform cars, two of 
which were partially loaded with railroad 
iron. Seven cars went down, turningover 
in the descent, and several were broken to 
pieces. The bridge is a complete wreck. 
A number of men who were buried be- 
neath the ruins were not got out for twen- 
ty-five or thirty minutes. The train that 
broke through passed over the bridge hi 
the morning heavily loaded with stone and 
iron. The afternoon passenger train from 
Louisville with five cars full of passengers 
passed over the bridge about thirty min- 
utes before the accident.

Legislatif.

The current of the 
Mississippi opposite Cairo is so swift and 
full of drift that all towboats are com- 
pelled to leave a portion of their tows at 
Cairo. The Sam Brown, Tom Farrow, 
Hawkeye, and Graud Lake each left from 
one to three barges here. Well laden 
steamers without barges find considerable 
difficulty for the first two miles above Cai- 
ro. The river is rising half an inch per 
hour. Heavy rains since evening.

Departed — Magenta for 
St. Louis. The Indiana is hourly expected.

THE KASNA9 FLOOD. 

Thirteen Live* l.ool and m Yul 
•f Properly DMlroyed. 

The Junction City (Kansas) Union, of 
the 26th ult.. gives a long account of the 
great freshet in that section. The follow- 
inn extract from it will be read with inter- 
est : 

Thursday morning, b»?fore day. the rain 
came, but no one thought it unusual. At 
half-past five in the evening it came down 
in torrents, but lasted only fifteen min- 
utes. At nine o’clock it began a#»in and 
rained steadily until Friday morning. 
About eight o’clock news came into town 
that the Southern Branch railroad bridges 
across Lyon’s creek had been swept 
away. Still, people could not believe 
that anything unusual had happened. 

At 11 o’clock a. m. Friday, the awful 
news came that men, women and children 
were clinging to the branches of trees, and 
that houses, bridges and cattle were being 
swept away by the resistless torrent. By 
twelve o’clock every man in town was out 
in some direction. Boats were swept 
awaj-, and ropes were the only means of 
assistance left. 

This news startled our citizens, and 
the^ spread in every direction to render 
assistance. Superintendent Marshall, who 
hud run up the road as far as Chapman's 
creek in the interests of the railroad, 
brought the sad news of the destruction 
of life and property in that locality. 
On account ot the lateness of the hour we 
can give but partial details. No person 
can describe the suffering of some of those 
poor mortals. We could only gather the 
incidents from a small portion of the 
country, ami there is no telling what lias 
happened up the Republican, Smokv Hill 
and Saline. On Chapman's creek the fol- 
lowing persons are lost, having been swept 
away with houses aud propert} - : James 

Kelley aud wife; Kuttic Quirk and her 
little brother Willie, and Mollie Hartigan, 
a child four years old all from the family 
of Mr. Hartigan. Mr. and Mrs. Hartigan 
wore, saved. Mrs. Crook and daughter (u 
young lady), and R. W. Colwell, one of 
the oldest and most prominent citizens oi 
this county, who was stopping at Mrs. 
Crook’s, is reported carried away b}' the 
flood. At about 5 o’clock in the evening 
the report came that Mrs. Picket, living 
about twelve miles from Chapman’s creek 
crossing had, with her two children, been 
drowned. 

The most appalling of all was the case 
of Mrs. Brimbaugh and famil}-, consisting 
of herself and four children — a girl of 
17, two boys of 5 und 11 respect- 
ively, and an infant about six months old. 
They were carried away house and an, and 
were all clinging to a portion of the build- 
ing which served as a raft. When they 
reached the crossing the raft parted, one 
part carrying Mrs. Brimbaugh, infant, and 
eldest daughter; the other carrying the 
two boys. Their raft stuck fast in some 
tree-trops, within a few feet from short. A 
raft was then hastily uointructed by the 
citizens, and Mrs. Brimbaugh ami little 
son were saved. Mr. Samuel Bostick 
made a desperate effort to save 
Miss Jennie Brimbaugh, who, with 
the lad and infant had beeu ou the other 
raft, but iu doing so lost the girl aud 
boy. He savad the infaut by taking bis 
shirt aud tying it to the limb of a tree, and 
swimming ashore albne. The current was 
so rapid at this point that it was by the 
most superhuman efforts he succeeded in 
reaching the shore. Tied to the tree the 
poor little infant remained for about five 
, hours, screaming and yelling for dear life 
until about five o’clock, when Mr. Bostick 
again determined to rescue it, and assisted 
by some citizens on shore, who held a rope 
which he carried, plunged in again. He 
made two attempts and finally reached the 
little sufferer. He then tied him to his 
back by means of a rope, and swam ashore. 
So rapid was the current at this point that 
notwithstanding the aid of those ashore 
who held the rope attached to Mr. Bostick, 
he was carried down stream a distance of 
over one hundred feet, nearly to the 
rapids.
